Act of 19 40 w ere ex p lained today 
fey Ray E. Lee, P ostm aster a t Au s­ 
tin, in a Tex as S tate Netw ork broad­ 
cast of the “ U nited States G ov ern­ 
m ent R ep orts” weekly series. 
U nder the Act, non-citizens 
re ­ 
siding in the U nited States m u st reg ­ 
ister and be fingerp rinted at p ost 
offices throu ghou t the cou ntry du r­ 
ing the p eriod A u gu st 27 , throu gh 
D ecem ber 26, 19 40. 
In an interv iew discu ssion 
with 
B. F ra n k W hite, Acting S tate Direc­ 
to r fo r the Office of 
G ov ernm ent 
Rep orts, Lee said the most reliable, 
estim ates av ailable p laced the n u m ­ 
b e r of aliens in this cou ntry a t 3,- 
5 00,000. 
Failu re to register makes 
an alien liable to a fine of $1,000 
and six m onths in p rison. 
Qu estions which m u st be an sw er­ 
ed by the non-citizen at the time of 
registration 
inclu de the length 
of 
tim e he has been in this cou ntry and 
how long he ex p ects to stay ; m ethod 
of transp ortation he u sed 
to 
get 
here; descrip tion of any m ilitary or 
nav al serv ice he has had; and 
the 
nam es of any ^organizations, clu bs o^ 
societies in which he p articip ates or 
holds membership s, along with a de­ 
scrip tion of his activ ities in 
su ch 
grou p s. 
Rep ly ing to criticisms of the law, 
Mr. 
Lee declared th at he believ ed 
most aliens wou ld 
register 
as 
a 
p atriotic du ty , “ knowing 
th a t 
by 
p rotecting their adop ted 
homeland, 
they are p rotecting themselv es, their 
families, and their jobs.”
